white persons, who claim that they have a 
right to enter upon it and that it was public 
’ domain, subject to pre-emption and homestead 
I or settlement ” “I* this tho final decision?”

Actions of M innesota L egislature On the 
Subject—Work of the Com m issioners. 
Gov. 
Hubbard appointed AV. C. Rice of 
Zumbrota commissioner and the latter select 
ed IL C. Howard of I.ake Crystal—an ardent 
champion of the law before the late legislature 
—as his assistant 
Mr. Rice is secretary of the 
Minnesota Butter and Cheese association, and 
assistant secretary of tho state dairy ex­ 
hibit at New Orleans. 
The 
commissioner 
has an office in tho the third story of the 
capitol 
Tho commissioner, Mr. Rice, will 
remain at Zumbrota; the assistant commis­ 
sioner, Mr. Howard and the secretary hav­ 
ing charge of tho office at tho capitol 
The 
commissioner or assistant will visit every 
large dairy market and manufactory in the 
state and every section interested in dairy­ 
ing, two or three times a Tear, or oftener if 
necessary, and make a thorough investiga­ 
tion of butter and milk. 
If any quantity of 
either ajipears at all inquire or adulterated it 
will be seized and Bubiected to a thorough 
chemical analysis. 
If it prove in any par­ 
ticular to come under the proscription of tho 
law, the 
manufacturer 
or dealer will be 
prosecuted accordingly. 
There will, of course, 
Le no regular time for visiting each city, as 
such a HVHtem*would enable prominent dealers 
to conceal their bogus stock. 
If at auy time 
complaint of adulterated products is removed, 
such will be st once investigated. 
Mr. How­ 
ard is now inspecting the markets of Minneap­ 
olis, and will spend 
the next fort-night in 
a thorough inspection of 
the dual cities. 
This completed, he will continue the wirk 
throughout 
the 
state. 
Tho 
commission­ 
ers 
announce 
their 
intention 
to enforce 
the law to the letter. 
They delayed commenc­ 
ing operations immediately on the approval of 
the law, so as to work no injustice to dealers 
having a large supply of butterine) on hand. 
Hereafter, however, their inspection and pros­ 
ecution will br* rigorous. 
The mural effect of 
the law has already beet) very marked. 
Mr. 
Howard said that he had Interrogated several 
leading dealers in St Paul, and tho invariable 
reply was that their sales of butter had in­ 
creased at least 3* ut jier cent since the law went 
into effect 
In Minneapolis, Anthony Kelly, one 
of the largest dealers, had recalled all the but­ 
terine ho had out, and refused to touch 
any more. 
Mr. Howard visited a number of 
places in Minneajiolis and found that the but­ 
terine, exposed for sale when he had visited 
there sometime ago had all disappearel 
He 
visited tlie Bt Paul market house and found 
no butterine. 
So far as he could ascertain, all 
dealers in this state are disj>ose<l to obey the 
dictates of the law. 
He was informed, howev­ 
er, that Frirbauks, Armour A Co., the greatest 
butterine and oleomargarine manufacturers of 
Chicago, intend to test tlie comtituuonalitv of 
the law next fall. on the ground that their but­ 
terine is a wholesome product Mr. Howard 
believes it will lie very easy for the commis­ 
sion to prove the stuff deleterious to health, 
aud the law therefore authorized. 


D IGEST OF THE NEW LAW. 
No person shall offer for sale any unclean, 
immure, unhealthy, adulterat'd or unwhole­ 
some milk, or any article of food made there­ 
from. 
Pure skim cheese made from milk 
adulterated only by skimming ii excepted. No 
perron shall keep 00wa for the production of 
milk for xale in a crowded or unhealthy con­ 
dition; nor feed tle-rn unhealthy food; nor 
manufacture any article of food from un 
healthy or impure milk. 
No person shall sell 
or bring to be manufactured to any butter or 
cheese mailufactury any milk diluted with 
water or in anv way un lean or imjiure, or 
milk from which any cr am has been taken 
(except as above) or shall keep back any part 
of the milk known as “strippings” or suj.ply 
sour milk to the manilla tories. 
Manufactur­ 
ers mu-t keep an account of all milk daily 
received and of tbs number of pounds and 
Sacks gen of butter and cheese made daily and 
1 a posed of daily, open to the inspection of anv 
person delivering milk there. 
No person shall 
manufacture of auy oleaginous substance, or 
of any compound other titan that produced 
from unadulterated milk or croam, any article 
designated to take the place of butter and 
cheese produced from pure milk. 
No person 
shall offer for sale in full packages, butter or 
cheese with a false Brand or laliel of county or 
st;it* where it is mad. 
No person shall man­ 
ufacture or sell condensed milk, unless put 
up in packages distinctly labeled, and unless 
made!rom fresh, pure, healthy an I unadu*ter- 
*t* d milk, unskimmed, and "unless tlie pro­ 
portion of milk solids in 
the 
condensed 
milk be equal to 12 per cent of milk solids in 
crud* milk, and of such solids 2.5 per cent 
must lie fat. 
The law further provides foi a 
commissioner and assistants, who shall have 
access to all factories, farms, etc., used in the 
manufacture and sale of dairy products, and 
shall have power to open any package, can or 
vc**' I and inspect the contents. 
District and 
municipal courts are given the necessary juris­ 
diction over cases under the act 
Milk shown 
to eonia n more than ws per cent of water and 
fluid*, or 1< si than 12 per cent of milk solids, 
of which not less than 3 pier cent is fat, shall 
be declared adult rated: and milk drawn from 
cows within fifteen days before aud five days 
after parturition, or from animals fed on un­ 
healthy food, shall be declared unclean and im­ 
pure. 
The act provides for various fines and 
imprisonments, ranging from $25 to $5UU, and 
from fifteen .lavs to one vear. 


The Hazen Court M artial.

Another comity superintendent of 
schools den re* to know if he can hold a 
commission a ' notary public and still retain his 
position of superintendent, to which the attor­ 
ney general returns a brief affirmative answer. 
Tlio county attorney of Wabasha county write* 
that, in a- much as section 50 of chapter ll, 
General Statutes of I NTS, as amende.' by the 
first legislature, provides that “ if delinquent 
personal property tax is not paid on demand, the 
sheriff shall distrain sufficient gotnls belonging 
to the delinquent,etc.,” he would like to have the 
attorney general s opinion whether a demand 
is necessary before the sheriff can resort to a 
distraint; and if so, what is to lie done in the 
case of persons moving from one county to 
another, or to another state, owing personal 
tax or having personal property in a county of 
which thev are not resident*. * In answer the 
attorney general says a demand is absolutely 
necessary; that when parties have left a coun­ 
ty and moved to another part of the state, the 
case is provided for in sections 63 arid <’4 of the 
statute, and that in case of a removal of a par­ 
ti- owning personal property to another stato,

present to

Walks and Talks on the Farm. 
I have not had a single case of goitre 
in lambs for many years. 
I do nol 
know that there is any cure for it. 
I 
am inclined to think it is the result 
largely of general debility, caused in 
many eases by keeping the sheep in 
close, damp cellars or 
barns. 
A 
French book on sheep says it is caused 
by the “ humidity of the habitations.” 
In the management of sheep there i^ 
no one point of greater importance 
than fresh air, and a dry place to lie 
down. 
Too much damp straw under 
foot is specially objectionable. 
Sheep 
like a little clean straw scattered on 
the shed every day. 
Stir up the soiled 
bedding and then spread evenly half 
an inch or so of fresh straw on top. 
The sheep will lie down and you will 
see how much they will enjoy it. 
Lambing time, if everything 
goes 
well, is of special interest and pleas­ 
ure, but if things go wrong the shep­ 
herd will need all his patience and ex­ 
perience. 
I have been through it all. 
and I wish I could drop a hint that 
would be useful, but hardly know what 
to say. 
There is one thing to be espe­ 
cially guarded against, and that is im­ 
patience. 
In valuable flocks of sheep, 
of course the owner or shepherd will 
rarely let one, two cr three hours go 
past without seeing that his attendance 
is not required. 
He will wrant to be 
on hand, but as a rule the less he does, 
except at a critical moment, the bet­ 
ter. 
Forethought, due preparation, 
constant watchfulness, and a masterly 
inactivity, combined with intelligent 
promptness, are the desirable requi­ 
sites. 
We frequently “ slop” our ewes 
after lambing, just as we do cows. 
Bran and oat-meal or corn-meal, or 
oil-cake meal, makes an excellent slop, 
say half and half, giving from one to 
two pounds of the mixture to each 
sheep per day, according to the size of 
the ewe. 
O f course, if you have plen­ 
ty of roots, slops are not needed, but 
the hard oats, or corn, or oil-cake 
should not 
be omitted. 
Farmers 
should raise more roots for their live 
stock. 
All hoed crops aid in improv­ 
ing tile condition of the land.—Joseph 
//-irris in American Agriculturist for 
March. 


The Bullion Yield- 
Concerning the bullion yield, mines 
and mining, Montana is rapidly ap­ 
proaching tho first place in the union 
of states, says a correspondent of The 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
The great 
mineral veins and seams all through 
the rocky ridges in the western part of 
the territory still keep up the apparent 
inexhaustible yield of precious bullion 
that they did* when discovered years 
ago. 
Within the boundaries of Mon­ 
tana are at least a hundred mines, 
which, for richness, extent, and indi­ 
cations of permanence are unequaled 
anywhere else in the world. 
The 
small district of which Butte is the 
center is perhaps one of the richest 
spots on earth, and it certainly is of 
the American Continent. 
Within a 
radius of three miles of the center of 
the town wras produced in 1884 more 
money than Arizona, California or Ne­ 
vada;" more than twice as much as 
Utah; more than Idaho and New Mex­ 
ico combined, and almost as much as 
Colorado. 
Butte has eight quartz 
mills, with a crushing capacity of 320 
tons per day; four smelters, with a 
combined daily capacity of over 500 
tons; and four concentrators, with a 
combined daily capacity of over 600 
tons. 
But the most astonishing thing 
about this wonderful camp is its never- 
ending supply of valuable ore. 
The 
quantity of copper ore shipped and 
treated* in Butte in 1884 was fully 
twico as large as that of the previous 
year, and the production of silver from 
this district, if it holds out as it prom­ 
ises at present, will do more to knock 
the value of silver as a money stand­ 
ard than all the other mines in the 
world combined. 
The earth in this 
favored spot seems to be one mass of 
mineral. 
Sink a shaft almost any­ 
where in the Butte district, and min­ 
eral of some kind is sure to be struck. 
The monthly pay-rolls of the ten lead­ 
ing companies of Butte average nearly 
a million dollars; and nearly all of the 
leading mines are dividend paying. 
The mineral yield of the territory for 
1884 is said by the best authorities to 
be between eighteen and twenty mil­ 
lions. of which the placer mines pro­ 
duced about one million dollars in gold 
dust and nuggets. 
The bullion yield 
of Montana for 1883 was $9,879,000. 


Parasites in Domestic Fowls. 
On dissecting a fowl which had died 
from sickness, Thomas Taylor, M. D., 
of the department of 
agriculture, 
found reddish markings on tho rib- 
muscles and the lungs, which under 
the microscope were seen to consist of 
numerous mites, closely resembling 
Cytoleichus sarcoptoides (Mognin,) a 
species not hitherto reported in Amer­ 
ica. When the skin was removed from 
another fowl, great numbers of small, 
w hite, opaque specks were seen in the 
cellular tissue, and by means of the 
microscope mites were found, of the 
species Laminosioptes gallinorum (Meg- 
nin). The opaque specks were of a 
calcareous substance, and many con­ 
tained the remains of one or more of 
these mites. 
In the same fowl Dr. 
Taylor found thousands of encysted 
nematoids, resembling, under a micro­ 
scope of low power, Trichina spiralis, 
but under a power of about five hun­ 
dred diameters they seemed to be of 
an undescribed species. 
A third fowl 
also contained mites of the species 
qaMinornm. Dr. Taylor deems it proba­ 
ble that a considerable amount of dis­ 
ease prevailing among American do­ 
mestic fowls, and not referable to any 
known type may be due to such para­ 
sites. He suggested that carbolic acid,; 
or other disinfectants, sprinkled about 
henneries might prove useful as aa 
antidote to these, and to external par* 
sites.—Fopular Science Monthly.

BLAINE.’ ON A D B IW JOHNSON* 


Excerpts from the Second Volume of Blaine’s 
“Twenty Tears In Congress.” 
T he follow ing extracts from the sec­ 
ond volum e of B laine’s “ Twrenty Y ears 
in C ongress,” furnished by the pub­ 
lisher, W. T. G rant, appears in The 
New York Tribune of M arch 15: 
The character and career of Mr. 
Johnson were anom alous, arid in m any 
respects contradictory. 
By birth he 
belonged to that large class in tho 
south known as “ poor w hites” —a class 
scarcely less despised by tho slave- 
holding aristocracy than were the hu­ 
man chatties them selves. 
Born in 
N orth Carolinia, and bred to tho trade 
of a tailor, he reached his loth year 
before he was taught even to read. 
In his 18th year he m igrated to Tennes­ 
see, aud established himself in that 
rich upland region on the eastern bor­ 
der of the state, where by altidude the 
sam e agricultural conditions are de­ 
veloped th at characterize the land 
which lies several degrees 
farther 
north. Specially adapted to the cereals, 
the grasses, and the fruits of southern 
Pennsy lvania and Ohio, east Tennes­ 
see could not employ slave labor w ith 
the profit which it brought in the rich 
cotton fields of the neighboring low- 
lands, and the result was that the pop­ 
ulation contained a large m ajority of 
W hites.

: as those interests were understood by 
the mass of southern dem ocrat leaders. 
STANDING BY THE UNION. 
In all the threats of disunion, in all 
the plotting ami planning for secession 
which absorbed southern thought and 
action between the years 1854 and 
I 1861, Mr. Johnson took no part. 
He 
I had been absent from congress during 
the exciting period when the M issouri 
com prom ise 
was 
overthrow n; 
and 
j though, after his return in 1857, he 
co-operated generally in the m easures 
: deem ed essential for southern in ter­ 
ests, he steadily declared that a con- 
| sistent adherence to the constitution 
was the one and only rem edy for all 
the alleged grievances of the slave­ 
holders. 
It was n atural, 
therefore, 
that w hen the decisive hour cam e, and 
the rash men of the sooth determ ined 
to break up the governm ent, Johnson 
should stand firmly by the union. 
Of the tw enty-tw o .senators from the 
eleven states that afterw ard com pos­ 
ed the confederacy, Johnson was the 
only one who honorably m aintained 
his oath to support the constitution; 
the only one who did not lend aid and 
com fort to the enem ies of the union. 
He rem ained in his seat in the senate, 
loyal to the governm ent, and resigned 
a y ear after the outbreak of the w ar 
(in M arch, 1862), upon Mr. Lincoln's 
urgent request that he should accept 
the im portant post of m ilitary gover­ 
nor of Tennessee. 
His adm inistration 
of thai office and his firm discharge of j 
every- duty under circum stances of 
greatexigenev and oftentim es of great j 
peril gave to him unexceptional popu- j 
laritv in all the loyal states and led to : 
his selection for the vice presidency 
in 1864.

cently-ocourred.”

The inflexible sternness of Mr. Jo h n ­ 
son’s tone and the frequent repetition 
of his intention to inflict tho severest 
penalty of the law upon tho leading 
traitors, began to create apprehension 
in the north. 
It was feared th at the 
country m ight be called upon to w it­ 
ness, after the four years’ carnival of 
death on tho battle-field and in tho 
hospital, an era of “ bloody assizes,” 
m ade the m ore rigorous and revenge­ 
ful from the peculiar sense of injury 
which the president, as a loyal south­ 
erner, had realized in his own person. 
This feeling was probably still further 
aggravated by his avowed sym pathy 
with the thousands in the south who 
had been m aim ed, driven from home, 
stripped of all their property, sim ply 
because of their fidelity to the consti­ 
tution and the union of their fathers. 
The spirit of the Vendetta, unknow n in 
the northern states, was frequently 
shown in the south, where it had long 
been dom esticated with all its Corsi­ 
can ferocity. 
It had raged in m any 
instances 
to the 
exterm ination 
of 
fam ilies, aud in many localities to the 
destruction of peace and the u tter de­ 
fiance of law —not infrequently, in­ 
deed, paralyzing the adm inistration 
of justice in whole counties. 
Often 
seeking and waging open com bat with 
ferocious courage, it did not hesitate 
at secret m urder, at w aylaying on 
lonely roads w ith suuerior nullifiers, 
and it som etim es w ent so fa r as to tor­ 
ture an unhappy victim before the 
final death-blow . 
The language of 
Mr. Johnson was interpreted by the 
m erciful in the north as indicating 
th at his own injuries and fierce con­ 
flicts during the w ar had possibly in­ 
spired him with this fell spirit of re­ 
venge, which in his zeal he m ight 
m istake for the rational dem ands of 
justice. 
A personal and som ew hat curious 
illustration of Mr. Johnson’s tem per 
and purpose at the tim e is afforded by 
a conference between him self arid 
Senator W ade of Ohio.

pathy with the apparent purposes of

I hat Mr. 
W ade’s views were some­ 
w hat in advance of those held by the 
m ajority of the people he represented, 
but he was evidently not in accord 
with the threatening* and slaughter 
breathed out by the president. 
“ Well, Mr. W ade, what would you 
do were you in my place aud charged 
with my responsibilities?” inquired the 
president.

field of duty and devolved upon him 
the w eightiest responsibility. 
Tho assassination of Mr. Lincoln 
naturally produced a widespread de­ 
pression and dread of evil. 
His posi­ 
tion had been 
one of exceptional 
strength w ith the people. 
By his four 
years of considerate and successful 
adm inistration, bv his patient and 
positive trust in tile ultim ate trium ph 
of the union—realized at last as he 
stood on the edge of the grave—he 
had acquired so com plete an ascen­ 
dancy over the public mind in the 
loyal states that any policy m atured 
and announced by him would Ii ave 
been accepted by a vast m ajority of 
his countrym en. But the sam e degree 
of faith could not attach to Mr. Jo h n ­ 
son; although after the first shock of 
the assassination had subsided there 
was a general erous revival of trust, 
or at least of hope, that the great 
work which had been so faithfully 
prosecuted for lour years would be 
faithfully carried forw ard in the same 
lofty spirit to the sam e noble ends. 
The people of the north waited with 
favorable disposition and yet with 
balancing judgm ent arid in exciting 
mood. 
They had enjoyed abundant 
opportunity to acquaint them selves 
with the principles and the opinions 
of the new president, and confidence 
in his future policy was not unaccom ­ 
panied by a seuse of uncertainty and, 
indeed, by an alm ost painful suspense 
as to his mode of solving the great 
problem s before him. 
As has been al­ 
ready indicated, the more radical re­ 
publicans of the north feared that his 
birth and rearing as a southern man 
and his long identification with the 
supporters of the slave system m ight 
blind him to the most sacred duties of 
philanthropy, while the more conser­ 
vative but not less loyal or less hu­ 
m ane feared that from the personal 
antagonism s of his own storm y career 
he m ight be disposed to deal too 
harshly with the leaders of the con­ 
quered 
rebellion. 
The 
few words 
which Mr. Johnson had addressed to 
those present when he took tho oath 
of office were closely scanned and 
carefully analyzed by the country even 
in the stunning grief which Mr. Lin­ 
coln’s death had precipitated. 
It was 
especially noticed that he refrained 
from declaring that ho should con­ 
tinue the policy of his predecessor. 
By those who know Mr. Johnson’s 
views intim ately, the omission was 
understood to imply that Mr. Lincoln 
had intended to pursue a more liberal 
and more generous policy with the 
rebels than his successor deemed ex­ 
pedient or prudent. 
STERNNESS AND EGOTISM. 
ll was known to a few persons that 
when Mr. Johnson arrived from For- 
tcss Monroe on the m orning of April 
IO, and found the national capital in a 
blaze of patriotic excitem ent over the 
surrender of Lee’s arm y the day be­ 
fore at Appom attox, he hastened to 
the white house, aud addressed to tho 
unw illing ears of 
Mr. Lincoln 
an 
earest protests against the indulgent 
term s conceded by (ion. G rant. 
Mr. 
Johnson believed th at Gen. Lee should 
not have leon perm itted to surrender 
his sword as a soldier of honor, but 
that Gen. (ira n t should have received 
the entire com m and as prisiouers of 
war, and should have held 1/ce in con-

The interview was long, and at its 
1 close Mr. Johnson expressed surprise 
tnat W ade was w illing to let “ the 
i traito rs,” as he alw ays styled them , 
1 “ escape so easily.”

outlined it to the senator seemed in 
thoroughness to rival that of Strafford.

I m iration for the stern resolve and high 
courage ot the president on the oen 
hand and his fear on the other that a 
policy so determ ined and aggressive 
as Mr. Johnson seemed bent on pur- 
I suing m ight work a reaction in tho 
I north, and that thus in the end less 
I m ight lie done in providing proper 
safeguards against another rebellion 
than if too much had not been attem pt­ 
ed. 
THE FUNERAL OF LINCOLN. 
The rem ains of the late president 
lay in state at the executive mansion 
for four days. 
The entire city seemed 
as a house of m ourning. 
It was re­ 
m arked th at even tho little children 
I on the streets wore no smiles upon 
! their faces so deeply were they im - 
I pressed by the calam ity which had 
I brought grief to every loyal heart. 
I The m arshal music which had been 
I resounding in glad celebration of the 
I national trium ph had ceased; public 
I edifice and private mansion w ere alike 
! draped with the insignia of grief; the 
I flag of the union, which had been wav­ 
ing more proudly than ever before, 
! was now lowered to half m ast, giving 
I m ute but significant expression to the 
sorrow th at was felt w herever on sea 
I or land th at flag was honored. 
. 
. 
. 
Early on the m orning of the 28th 
; tile body was removed from the capital 
and placed on the funeral-car which 
j was to transport it to its final resting* 
! place in Illinois. 
The rem ains of a 
I little son who had died three years be­ 
fur were taken from their 
burrial 
place in G eorgetown and borne with 
those of his father for final sepulture 
in the state y m auso cum which the 
public m ind had already decreed 
to 
the illustrious m artyr. The train which 
moved from the national capital was 
attended on its course by extraordinary 
m anifestations of grief on the p a rt of 
the 
people. 
B altim ore, 
which had 
reluctantly and sullenly subm itted to 
Mr. Lincoln’s 
form al 
inauguration 
and to his authority as president, now 
showed every m ark of honor and of 
homage as his body was borne through 
her streets, confederate and unionist 
alike realizing the m agnitude of the 
calam ity which had overw helm ed both 
north aud south, 
iii Philadelphia the 
entire population did reverence to the 
m em ory ot the m urdered patriot. 
A 
procession of more than a hundred 
thousand persons form ed his funeral 
cortege to Independence hall, where 
the body rem ained until the ensuing 
day. The silence of the sorrowful night 
was in strange contrast w ith the scene 
in the same place four years before, 
when Mr. Lincoln, in the anxieties 
and perils of tile opening rebellion, 
hoisted the national flay over our an­ 
cient tem ple of liberty, and before a 
g reat and applauding 
m ultidude de-

He never 
saw her again; but one day he ap­ 
proached a house where she was stay­ 
ing while she was singing in the par­ 
lor.

M aria W ard m arried Peyton Ran­ 
dolph, son of Edm und Randolph, who 
was Governor of V irginia, the first 
Attorney-(general of the United States, 
aud Secretary of State under W ashing­ 
ton. 
This laity was distinguished for 
the exquisite grace arui (scination of 
her m anners and ber bright wit. 
H er 
|>or trait, a copy of which has been se­ 
cured for this article 
through the 
j courtesy of her granddaughter, Mrs. 
J. L. W illiams, of Richm ond, repre­ 
sents a lovely girl of sixteen, with 
wondrous blue eyes, exquisitely deli- 
I cate complexion, a profusion of sunny 
I brow n curls, and in the quaint costum e 
of the la-t century. 
M aria W ard died in 1826, aged forty- 
two years. All contem porary accounts 
unite in describing her as possessing 
a singular fascination of m anners, a 
charm ing sweetness and am iability of 
disposition, an enchanting gayety and 
and a jieeuliar, irresistible, per­ 
sonal loveliness. 
At tho tim e of her 
death she was still as fresh as the 
sum m er rose, as captivating in mind 
and m anners as when she enthralled 
the passionate heart of John R andolph 
of R oanoke.— E. L .

m ent, I have to say th at that m ust bo 
left for developm ent as the adm inistra­ 
tion progresses. 
The m essage or the 
declaration m ust be m ade by the acts 
as they transpire. The only assurance 
th at I can now give of the future is by 
reference to the p ast.” 
The effect produced upon the public 
by this speech, which m ight be regar­ 
ded as an inaugural address, was not 
happy. 
Besides its evasive character 
respecting public policies which every 
observing m an noted with apprehen­ 
sion, an unpleasant impression, was 
created by its evasive character re ­ 
specting Mr. Lincoln. 
The entire ab­ 
sence of eulogy of the slain president 
was rem arked' 
There was no m en­ 
tion of his name or of his c h aractero r 
of his office. 
The only allusion in any 
way w hatever to Mr. Lincoln was Mr. 
Johnson's declaration th at he was “ a l­ 
m ost overwhelm ed by the announce­ 
m ent of the sad event wbioh has so re- 


ty pi tied. He concluded in words which, 
deeply impressed at the tim e, had prov­ 
en sadly prophetic now that his dead 
body lay in a bloody shroud where his 
living form then stood: “ Sooner than 
surrender these principles, 
I would 
be assassinated ou this spot.” 
Iii the city of New York the popular 
feeling was, if possible, even more 
m arked than in Philadelphia. 
The 
streets were so crowded th at the pro­ 
cession m oved with difficuly to the 
city hall, where, am id the chanting of 
eight hundred singers, the body was 
placed upon the catafalque prepared 
for it. 
T hroughout 
the day 
and 
thougliout the eutire night the living 
tide of sorrow ful hum anity flowed 
past the silent form. 
At tho solemn 
hour of m idnight the G erm an m usical 
societies sang a funeral hymn with an 
effect so im pressive and so touching 
th at thousands of strong m en were in 
tears. 
O ther than this no sound was 
heard through out the night except 
the footsteps of the advancing and re­ 
c e d e d crowd. At sunrise m any thou­ 
sand, still w aiting in the park were 
obliged to turn away disappointed. It

The num ber ot pieces comprising the 
display of the crazy quilt and needle 
art work exhibition 
at H orticultural 
H all has thus far m ounted up to 10,000 
and more. 
Many of the less im portant 
articles had to be removed from the ex­ 
hibition recently to 
m ake room for 
the display of newer and more valuable 
exhibits. 
Among these 
new 
arti­ 
cles is what may safely be announc­ 
ed as one of the most costly quilts in the 
world. 
It is made of the most expen­ 
sive m aterial which it was possible to 
obtain, saving, only, “jewels of gold, 
jewels of silver and precious stones,” 
which would not have lieen appropriate 
either, 
in 
such 
an 
article, 
while 
in 
design 
and 
execution it shows 
the 
greatest 
variety 
and 
elab­ 
oration of embroidery work. 
The quilt 
belongs to Mrs. Davenport, of Malden, 
was several years in process of constr ac­ 
tion, and is valued at about $3,000. 
Another quilt of elaborate design and 
Kensington work belongs to Mrs. Jam es 
Scott, of Detroit, W is., and is worth 
$1,000. 
It was brought here from the 
New Orleans Exposition, whore it a t­ 
tracted much attention in the needle 
art work display. 
Another m ilitary 
quilt, so to speak, was shown, made by 
a private soldier in the English G rena­ 
dier G uards, while in barracks at W ind­ 
sor Castle, but who is now with his reg­ 
im ent in tho Soudan. 
The quilt con­ 
tains 1,574 pieces of cloth taken from 
tho uniforms of officers of the British 
army, and, of course, is of very many 
different colors. 
The center piece of 
the quilt contains the colors of the Un­ 
ion Jack and the B ritish crown. 
I t is 
valued at about $500. 


How Parisians are Employed. 


From the Philadelphia Presa. 
Statistics show that more than half a 
million of Parisians are employed in 
commerce, trade and banking opera­ 
tions, while of the artisan class there are 
considerably more than a million and a 
quarter. 
The lil>eral professions seem 
to occupy but a small proportion of the 
population. 
All 
combined 
do 
not 
am ount to 200,000. 
The great majority 
are in public service, which employs 
more than medicine, law' and divinity 
combined. 
But after the public ser­ 
vice it is art which gives employment 
and livelihood to the greatest num ber 
of 
Parisians. Forty-tw o 
thousand 
get their income from 
this branch 
of 
industry. 
The 
doctors 
come 
after, but a long way after. 
Medi­ 
cine, in its branches, sup] torts 18,000, 
the 
branches, of course, including 
chemists and all com|Kmnders and ven­ 
dors of medicine. 
Then comes the law, 
with its 16,000 votaries, from judges to 
crier. L iterature figures very low on the 
list, 
for, 
grouj>ed with science arid 
journalism , it gives employm ent to only 
11,000 people, while all the clergy of all 
the persuasions amount to but half that 
num ber. 
On the whole, Paris would 
seem to be more industrious, more ar­ 
tistic, less literary and less religious 
than the ordinary visitor would sup­ 
pose, while Hie proportion in which the 
working class exceeds those who live 
on their own income is more rem arka­ 
ble, as Paris is the recognized center of 
expenditure and extravagance of all 
France.

The value of opium im ported as medi­ 
cine last year was $661,044, and for 
smoking purposes $10,124. 
In 1883, 
the val ne of opintn for smoking was 
$2,684,589, this large quantity having 
been hurried in in the early m onths of the 
year seas not to subject it to the increased 
linty of $4.

The truth is, says the Salem Gazette, 
in spite of the marvelous progress that 
has been made in the gathering up and 
prom pt serving of news, the business 
is very much overdone, and we are often 
led to doubt whether the m ental train­ 
ing of Hie mass of people is as good as 
it w as half a century ago, 
when there 
was less m atter to read and far more 
careful reading and digesting of what 
there was. 
It is doubtful if the general 
run of people “salt down,” in their 
heals, as comprehensive and genuine a 
knowledge of public affairs as they did 
then.

T he W ashington correspondent of 
tile New York Tribune says: 
Among 
the crowd on the streets on inaugura­ 
tion eve a good many queer things 
m ight have been jotted down.

W hite, who was in the Interior D epart­ 
m ent from the tim e Tom Ewing the 
elder became the first secretary there, 
rem arked to some office-seekers: 
“Never mind, gentlem en, I have seen 
Abraham Lincoln just as anxious as you. ” 
“How is th a t? ” asked one. 
“W hy, when the Interior Departm ent 
was created the new secretary had tho 
disposal of the L and Office, and Abra­ 
ham Lincoln came to me and filed his 
papers. 
T hat was back in 1848. 
His 
opponent was another Illinois man 
named Butterfield. 
Butterfield was a 
lawyer who had defended the prophet, 
Joe Sm ith, on a charge of m urder. He 
and Lincoln were pretty jealous of each 
other. 
They w'ent through all forms of 
soliciting friends to sign the applica­ 
tions and watched their chances ner­ 
vously, but Butterfield got away with 
Lincoln. 
Lincoln was very much ex­ 
cited over his failure, 
and when he 
came to the office the last tim e,and ask­ 
ed for his indorsements, he claimed that 
nearly all his valuable papers hail l>een 
stolen. 
He said 
that his opponent’s 
friends had 
committed larceny, aud 
therefore stole a march on him .”

Gen. Hazen’s Mild Repremand. 
Gon. Hazen was tried for conduct to the 
prejudice of pood order and military discip­ 
line, 
and the offenses alleged 
to have 
been committed were contained in throe 
specifications, 
which 
set 
forth—first, 
that in his official report for 1884 he criti­ 
cised the official action of the secretary of 
war; second, that he addressed a loiter to the 
secretary in which he claimed that the loss of 
lifo on the Greely expedition was due to the sec­ 
retary's decision not to send a steamer to the 
rescue in September, 1883; and third, that with­ 
out permission he caused the purport of said 
letter to be published in a Washington newspa­ 
per. 
The sentence was a reprimand, 
which is 
made l>y the president as follows: 
The proceedings, findings and sentence in the 
case of Brig. Gen. William 11. Hazen, chief sig­ 
nal officer of the United Siates army, are hereby 
approved. In giving effect to the sentence of the 
court martial, ltvls to be observed that tne more 
exalted the rank held by an officer of the army 
the greater the responsibility resting on him to 
afford, through his own subordination to Ins su­ 
perior officers, an example for all others of in­ 
ferior rank in the service. 
To an officer of 
Ifina sensibilities the mere fact of being brought 
to trial before a court m artial m ust be in it- 
Bolf a mortification and punishment. 
In the 
foregoing case, the accused. , whose 
high 
rank and long experience should have inspired 
him with a full realization of that resnect for 
constituted authority which is essential to dis­ 
pline, has been adjudged guilty of indulging in 
unwarranted slid captious criticism of his supe­ 
rior officer, the secretary of war, thereby setting 
an example subversive of discipline and the in­ 
terests of the service. 
Subordination is neces­ 
sarily the primal duty of a soldier, whatever 
his grade may bo. 
In losing sight of these 
principles the accused has brought upon him ­ 
self the condemnation of ins brother officers 
who examined the charges against him and se­ 
riously impairs Ins own honorable record of 
previous conduct 
It is io be hoped that the 
lesson will not bo forgotten. 
Gen. Hazen will be released from arrest and 
assume the duties of his office.

BOGUS BUTTER. 


Actions of M innesota L egislatu re On the 
Subject—Work of the C om m issioners. 
Gov. 
Hubbard appointed W. C. Rice of 
Zumbrota commissioner and the latter select­ 
ed H. C. Howard of I^ike Crystal—an ardent 
champion of the law before the late legislature 
—as his assistant. 
Mr. Rice is secretary of the 
Minnesota Butter and Cheese association, and 
assistant secretary of the state dairy ex­ 
hibit at New Orleans. 
The 
commissioner 
lias an office in tho the third story of the 
capitoL 
The commissioner, Mr. Rice, will 
remain at Zumbrota; the assistant commis­ 
sioner, Mr. Howard and the secretary hav­ 
ing charge of the office at tho capitol. 
The 
commissioner or assistant will visit every 
large dairy market and manufactory in the 
state and every section interested in dairy­ 
ing, two or three times a year, or oftener if 
necessary, and make a thorough investiga­ 
tion of butter and milk. 
If any quantity of 
either appears at all impure or adulterated it 
will be seized and subjected to a thorough 
chemical analysis. 
If it prove in any par­ 
ticular to come under the proscription of the 
law, the 
manufacturer 
or dealer will be 
prosecuted accordingly. 
There will, of course, 
be no regular time for visiting each city, as 
such a systonffwonld enable prominent dealers 
to conceal their logus stock. 
If at any time 
complaint of adulterated pnxlncta is recieved, 
such will be at once investigated. 
Mr. How­ 
ard is now inspecting the markets of Minneap­ 
olis, and will spend 
the next fort-night in 
a thorough inspection of 
the dual cities. 
This completed, 
he will continue the w;>rk 
throughout 
the 
state. 
The 
commission­ 
ers 
announce 
their 
intention 
to enforce 
the law to the lotter. 
They delayed commenc­ 
ing operations immediately on the approval of 
the law, so as to work no injustice to dealers 
having a large supply of butteriuo on hand. 
Hen-after, however, their inspection and pros­ 
ecution will be rigorous. 
The moral effect of 
the law has air* ady been very marked. 
Mr. 
Howard said that he had Interrogated several 
lea.ling dealers in St Paul, and the invariable 
reply w as that their sales of hotter had in­ 
creased at least 3*0 per cent since the law went 
into *-ffect 
In Minneapolis, Anthony Kelly, one 
of the largest dealers, had recalled all the but- 
teriue he had out, and refused to touch 
any more. 
Mr. Howard visited a nnmber of 
I 
daces in Minneapolis and found that the but- 
erine, exposed for sale when he had visited 
there sometime ago had all disappear©I. 
He 
visited the St Raul market house and found 
no butterine. 
So far as he could ascertain, all 
dealers in this state are disposed to obey the 
dictates of the law. 
He was informed, howev­ 
er, that Fnrbanks, Armour A Co., the greatest 
butterine and oleomargarine manufacturers of 
Chicago, intend to test the constitutionality of 
the law next fall, on the ground that their but- 
terine is a wholegome product Mr. Howard 
believes it will be verv easy for the commis­ 
sion to prove the stuff deleterious to health, 
aud the law therefore authorized. 


D IO E 8T OF THE SEW LAW. 
No person shall offer for sale any unclean, 
impure, unhealthy, adulterat'd or unwhole­ 
some milk, or any article of food made there­ 
from. 
Pure skim cbe* *e made from milk 
adulterated only by ek.rnming is excepted. No 
person shall keep cows for the production of 
milk for sale in a crowded or unhealthy con­ 
dition; nor feed them unhealthy fo*wl; nor 
manufacture any art! le of food from mi 
healthy or impnre milk. 
No person shall sell 
or bring to be manufactured to any butter or 
cheese manufactory any uuik diluted with 
water or m any way un h an or impure, or 
milk from which any cream has been taken 
(except as abov**) or shall k<*ep back any part 
of the milk known as “atnppioga” or supply 
sour milk to the manufa tor.es. 
M anufactur­ 
ers mU't keep an account of all milk daily 
received and of the numls r of pounds and 
packages of butter and cln-esc made daily and 
disposed of daily, open to th> inspection of any 
person delivering milk there. 
No person shall 
manufacture of any oleaginous substance, or 
of any compound other than that produced 
from unadulterated milk or cn-am, any article 
designated to take the place of butter and 
cheese produced from pure milk. 
No person 
shall offer for sale in full packages, butter or 
Cheese w.th a false brand or laliel of county or 
state where it is made. 
No person shall niau- 
nfactnro or sell i-ondeused milk, unless put 
up in packages distinctly Jalieled, and unless 
m adelrom fresh, pure, healthy an l unadUitor- 
ated milk, ur»sk:miu< d, and unless the pro­ 
portion of milk solids in 
tne 
condensed 
milk W- equal to 1*2 per cent of milk solids in 
t-rmte milk, and of such solids 2.5 per cent 
must lie fat. 
The law further provides foi a 
commissioner and assistants, who shall have 
access to all factories, farms, ere , nsed in the 
manufacture and sale of dairy products, and 
shall have power to open any package, can or 
vessel and inspect the contents.

mum ipal courts are given the nece»***ary juris­ 
diction over e**»©H under the act 
Milk shown 
to contain more than 88 per cent of water and 
fluids, or less than 12 per cent of milk solids, 
of whi -h not less than 3 per c* nt. is fat, shall 
j tei declared adultrated; and milk drawn from 
cow.-* wi'bin fifteen days before and five days 
after parturition, or from animals fed on un­ 
healthy food, shall be declared unclean aud im­ 
pure. 
The act provides for various fines and 
imprisonments, ranging from $25 to $5UU, and 
from fifteen days to one year.

The attorney general has prepared several 
opinions in answer to inquiries from officials in 
different parts of the state. A. M. Sperry, coun­ 
ty superintendent of schools for .Dodge conutv, 
enquires whether teachers have tho right to 
dismiss vicious children from a school with­ 
out waiting for the rcjs>rt of the trustees, as 
provided by the code. The attorney general is 
of the opinion that teachers can undoubtedly 
dismiss children of this class 
when

disiphne of

school 
requires it, but 
the 
case should 
at 
once 
be 
reported 
to 
the 
trustees. 
He 
cites 
a decision 
of Judge Lyon in the case of 'The State vs. 
Burton, 45 Wis., 150, 155, in support of his 
opinion. 
Another connty superintendent of 
schools desires to know if he can hold a 
commission as notary public and still retain his 
position of superintendent, to which the attor­ 
ney general returns a brief affirmative answer. 
Tiie county attorney of Wabasha county writes 
that, in asm u c h as section 50 of chapter 11, 
General Statutes of 1><78, as amende*! by the 
first legislature, provides that “ if delinquent 
personal property tax is not paid on demaud.the 
sheriff shall distrain sufficient goods belonging 
to the delinquent,etc.,” he would like to have the 
attorney general’s opinion whether & demand 
is necessary before the sheriff can resort to a 
distraint; and if so, what is to be done in the 
case of persons moving from one county to 
another, or to another state, owing personal 
tax or having personal property in a county of 
which they are not residents.

I have not had a single case of goitr« 
in lambs for many years. 
I do nol 
know that there is any cure for it.

am inclined to think it is the result 
largely of general debility, caused in 
many eases by keeping the sheep in 
close, damp cellars or 
barns. 
A 
French book on sheep says it is caused 
by the “ humidity of the habitations.” 
In the management of sheep there 
no one point of greater importance 
than fresh air, and a dry place to lie 
down. 
Too much damp straw under 
foot is specially objectionable. 
Sheep 
like a little clean straw scattered on 
the shed every day. 
Stir up the soiled 
bedding and then spread evenly half 
an inch or so of fresh straw on top. 
The sheep will lie down and you will 
see how much they wiU enjoy it. 
Lambing time, if everything 
goes 
well, is of special interest and pleas­ 
ure, but if things go wrong the shep­ 
herd will need ail his patience and ex­ 
perience. 
I have been through it all, 
and I wish I could drop a hint that 
would be useful, but hardly know what 
to say. 
There is one thing to be espe­ 
cially guarded against, aDd that is im­ 
patience. 
In valuable flocks of sheep, 
of course the owner or shepherd will 
rarely let one, two or three hours go 
past without seeing that his attendance 
is not required. He will want to be 
on hand, but as a rule the less he does, 
except at a critical moment, the bet­ 
ter. 
Forethought, due preparation, 
constant watchfulness, and a masterly 
inactivity, combined with intelligent 
promptness, are the desirable requi­ 
sites. 
We frequently “ slop” our ewes 
after lambing, just as we do cows. 
Bran and oat-meal or corn-meal, or 
oil-cake meal, makes an excellent slop, 
say half and half, giving from one to 
two pounds of the mixture to each 
sheep per day, according to the size of 
the ewe. 
Of course, if you have plen­ 
ty of roots, slops are not needed, but 
the hard oats, or corn, or oil-cake 
should not 
be omitted. 
Farm ers 
should raise more roots for their live 
stock. 
All hoed crops aid in improv­ 
ing tne condition of the land.—Joseph 
Harris m American Agriculturist for 
March. 


The Bullion Yield. 
Concerning the bullion yield, mines 
and mining, Montana is rapidly ap­ 
proaching the first place in the union 
of states, says a correspondent of The 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
The great 
mineral veins and seams all through 
the rocky ridges in the western part of 
the territory still keep up the apparent 
inexhaustible yield of precious bullion 
that they did when discovered years 
ago. 
W ithin the boundaries of Mon­ 
tana are at least a hundred mines, 
which, for richness, extent, and indi­ 
cations of permanence are unequaled 
anywhere else in the world. 
The 
small district of which Butte is the 
center is perhaps one of the richest 
spots on earth, and it certainly is of 
the American Continent. 
W ithin a 
radius of three miles of the center ol 
the town %vas produced in 1884 more 
money than Arizona, California or Ne­ 
vada; more than twice as much as 
Utah; more than Idaho and New Mex­ 
ico combined, and almost as much as 
Colorado. 
Butte has eight quartz 
mills, w'ith a crushing capacity of 320 
tons per d a y ; four smelters, with a 
combined daily capacity of over 500 
tons; and four concentrators, with a 
combined daily capacity of over 600 
tons. 
But the most astonishing thing 
about this wonderful camp is its never- 
ending supply of valuable ore. 
The 
quantity of copper ore shipped and 
treated in Butte in 1884 was fully 
twico as large as that of tho previous 
year, and the production of silver from 
this district, if it holds out as it prom­ 
ises at present, will do more to knock 
the value of silver as a money stand­ 
ard than all the other mines in the 
world combined. 
The earth in this 
favored spot seems to be one mass of 
mineral. 
Sink a shaft almost any­ 
where in the Butte district, and min­ 
eral of some kind is sure to be struck. 
The monthly pay-rolls of the ten lead­ 
ing companies of Butte average nearly 
a million dollars; and nearly all of the 
leading mines are dividend paying. 
The mineral yield of tha territory for 
1884 is said by the best authorities to 
be between eighteen and twenty mil­ 
lions, of which the placer mines pro­ 
duced about one million dollars in gold 
dust and nuggets. 
The bullion yield 
of Montana for 1883 was $9,879,000. 


Parasites iu Domestic Fowls. 
On dissecting a fowl which had died 
from sickness, Thomas Taylor, M. D., 
of the departm ent of 
agriculture, 
found reddish markings on the nb- 
muscles and the lungs, which under 
the microscope were seen to consist of 
numerous mites, closely resembling 
Cytoleichus sarcoptoides (Megnin,) 
a 
species not hitherto reported in Amer­ 
ica. When the skin was removed from 
another fowl, great numbers of small, 
white, opaque specks were seen in the 
cellullar tissue, and by means of the 
microscopo mites were found, of the 
species Laminosioptes gallinorwn (Meg- 
nin). The opaque specks were of a 
calcareous substance, and many con­ 
tained the remains of one or more oi 
these mites. 
In the same fowl Dr. 
Taylor found thousands of encysted 
nematoids, resembl ng, under a micro­ 
scope of low power, Trichina spiralis, 
but under a power of about five hun­ 
dred diameters they seemed to be of 
an undescribed species. 
A third fowl 
also contained mites of the species 
qallinornm. Dr. Taylor deems it proba-* 
bio that a considerable amount of dis-, 
ease prevailing among American do­ 
mestic fowls, and not referable to any 
known type may be due to such para­ 
sites. He suggested that carbolic acid, 
or other disinfectants, sprinkled about 
henneries might prove useful as an 
antidote to these, and to external par* 
sites.— fopular Science Monthly.

T he prejudices of the unsuspect­ 
ing arc thus excited against the baking 
powder submitted to the so-called test, 
and the grocer who has a quantity of it 
on hand suffers a serious loss in conse­ 
quence. 
If the intelligent consumer w ill stop a 
mom ent to think, she will readily per­ 
ceive that this “ test,” if 
successful, 
proves nothing but the superiority of the 
b ak ing powder tested. 
The aim of all 
baking powder makers is to produce an 
article that shall most readily, under use, 
give off its leavening gas. 
T he powder 
that does this with a moderate heat, at 
the same tim e evolving the largest q uan­ 
tity, is scientifically the best. 
There is probably not an article pre­ 
pared for food tHat cannot be m anipu­ 
lated to prove that som ething is wrong 
about it; and when a person goes into a 
kitchen or before a housekeeper who is 
not to be presumed to understand ch em i­ 
cal relations, and performed an experi­ 
m ent of even the simplest character, it 
is not difficult to impress one that some­ 
thing awful is the matter.

tered for the first race was a big raw- 
boned animal, w ith long ears and an 
abnormal development of leg-lenght. 
His ow7ner w as a Sussex man, and had 
dubbed the rack “Tom B ayard.” The 
senator took an immediate interest in 
that horse. 
He seemed to be proud 
of his scrawny namesake. 
When his 
equally raw-boned rider drew him up 
for the start the senator leaned over 
the balustrade, and, nodding Lo the 
jockey, told him to “ let him out for 
all he's w orth,” as “Tom ” was the 
horse ho was going to put his money 
on.

The greatest length of Lake Michi­ 
gan is 300 miles; its greatest breadth, 
108 miles; mean depth, 690 feet; ele­ 
vation, 506 feet; area, 23,000 square 
miles. 
Tho greatest length of Lake Huron 
is 200 miles; its greatest breadth, 16S 
miles; mean depth. 600 feet; elevation, 
274 feet; area, 20,000 square miles. 
The greatest length of Lake Erie is 
250 miles; greatest breadth, 80 miles 
mean depth, 8-1 feet; elevation, 555 
feet; area, 6,(XX) square miles. 
The greatest leugth of Lake Onta­ 
rio is 180 miles; its greatest breadth, 
65 miles; mean depth. 500 feet; eleva­ 
tion, 261 feet; area, 6,000 square rndes. 
The length of all live is 1,268 miles, 
covering an area upward of 135,00( 
square miles. 


Excerpts from the Second Volume of Blaine’s 
“Twenty Y ears In Congress.” 
The following extracts from the sec­ 
ond volume of Blaine’s “ Twenty Years 
in Congress,” furnished by the pub­ 
lisher, W. T. Grant, appears in The 
New York Tribune of March 15: 
Tho character and career of Mr. 
Johnson were anomalous, and in many 
respects contradictory. 
By birth ho 
belonged to that large class in the 
south known as “ poor wrhites” —a class 
scarcely less despised by the slave- 
holding aristocracy than were the hu­ 
man chatties themselves. 
Born in 
North Carolinia, and bred to tho trade 
of a tailor, he reached his 15th year 
before ho vva3 taught even to read. 
In nis 18th year he m igrated to Tennes­ 
see, and established himself iu that 
rich upland region on the eastern bor­ 
der of tho state, where by altidude the 
same agricultural conditions are de­ 
veloped that characterize the land 
which lies several degrees 
farther 
north. Specially adapted to the cereals, 
the grasses, and the fruits of southern 
Pennsylvania and Ohio, east Tennes­ 
see could not employ slave labor with 
the prolit w7hich it brought in the rich 
cotton lields of the neighboring low­ 
lands, and the result was that the pop­ 
ulation contained a large m ajority of 
W hites. 
W hile Mr Johnson had been, during 
his entire political life, a member of 
tho democratic party, and had attain ­ 
ed complete control in his state, tho 
southern leaders 
always 
distrusted 
him. 
Though allied to tho interests 
of slavery, and necessarily drawn to 
its defense his instincts, his prejudices, 
his convictions were singularly strong 
on the side of a free people. 
His sym­ 
pathies with the poor were accute and 
dem onstrative—leading him to the ad­ 
vocacy of measures which in a wide 
and singilicant sense were hostile to 
slavery. In the early part of his career 
as a representative in congress, he 
warmly espoused, if indeed he did not 
originate, the homestead policy. 
In 
support of that policy ho followed a 
line of argum ent and illustrations ab­ 
solutely and irreconcilably antagonis­ 
tic to the interests of the slave system 
as those interests were understood by 
the mass of southern dem ocrat leaders. 
STANDING BY TDK UNION. 
In all the threats of disunion, in all 
the plotting and planning for secession 
which absorbed southern thought and 
action between tho years 1854 arid 
1861, Mr. Johnson took no part. 
He 
had been absent from congress during 
the exciting period w hen the Missouri 
compromise 
was 
overthrown; 
and 
though, after his return in 1857, he 
co-operated generally in the measures 
deemed essential for southern inter­ 
ests, he steadily declared that a con­ 
sistent adherence to the constitution 
wras the one and only remedy for all 
the alleged grievances of the slave­ 
holders. 
It was natural, therefore, 
that when the decisive hour came, and 
the rash men of the south determ ined 
to break up the governm ent, Johnson 
should stand firmly by the union. 
Of the twenty-two senators from the 
eleven states that afterw ard compos­ 
ed the confederacy, Johnson was the 
only one who honorably m aintained 
his oath to support the constitution; 
the only one who did not lend aid and 
comfort to the enemies of the union. 
He remained in his seat in the senate, 
loyal to the governm ent, and resigned 
a year after the outbreak of the war 
(in March, 1862), upon Mr. Lincoln’s 
urgent request that he should accept 
the im portant post of military gover­ 
nor of Tennessee. 
His adm inistration 
of that office and his firm discharge of 
every duty under circum stances of 
great exigency and oftentim es of great 
peril gave to him an exceptional popu­ 
larity in all the loyal states and led to 
his selection for the vice presidency 
in 1864. 
The national calam ity had 
now7 suddenly brought him to a larger 
field of duty and devolved upon him 
the weightiest responsibility. 
The assassination of Mr. Lincoln 
naturally produced a widespread de­ 
pression and dread of evil. 
His posi­ 
tion had been 
one of exceptional 
strength with the people. 
By his four 
years of considerate and successful 
adm inistration, by his patient and 
positive trust in the ultim ate trium ph 
of the union—realized at last as he 
stood on the edge of the grave —he 
had acquired so complete an ascen­ 
dancy over tho public mind in the 
loyal states that any policy m atured 
anil announced by him would have 
been accepted by a vast m ajority of 
his countrym en. But the same degree 
of faith could not attach to Mr. John­ 
son; although after the first shock of 
the assassination hail subsided there 
was a general erous revival of trust, 
or at least of hope, that the great 
work which had been so faithfully 
prosecuted for lour years would be 
faithfully carried forward in the same 
lofty spirit to the same noble ends. 
The people of the north waited with 
favorable disposition and yet with 
balancing judgm ent and in exciting 
mood. 
They had enjoyed abundant 
opportunity to acquaint themselves 
with the principles and the opinions 
of the new7 president, anil confidence 
in his future policy was not unaccom­ 
panied by a seuse of uncertainty and, 
indeed, by an almost painful suspense 
as to his mode of solving the great 
problems before him. 
As has been al­ 
ready indicated, the more radical re­ 
publicans of the north feared that his 
birth and rearing as a southern man 
and his long identification with the 
supporters of the slave system might 
blind him to the most sacred duties of 
philanthropy, while the more conser­ 
vative b u t. not less loyal or less hu­ 
mane feared that from the personal 
antagonism s of his own stormy career 
he m ight be disposed to deal too 
harshly with the leaders of the con­ 
quered 
rebellion. 
The 
few words 
which Mr. Johnson bad addressed to 
those present when he took the oath 
of office were closely scanned and 
carefully analyzed by the country even 
in the stunning grief which Mr. Lin­ 
coln’s death had precipitated. 
It was 
especially noticed that he refrained 
from declaring that ho should con­ 
tinue the policy of liis predecessor. 
By those who knew Mr. Johnson’s 
views intim ately, the omission w7as 
understood to imply that Mr. Lincoln 
had intended to pursue a more liberal 
anil more generous policy with the 
rebels than his successor deemed ex­ 
pedient or prudent. 
STERNNESS AND EGOTISM. 
It was known to a few persons that 
when Mr. Johnson arrived from For- 
tess Monroe on the morning of April 
10, and found the national capital in a 
blaze of patriotic excitement over the 
surrender of Lee’s arm y the day be­ 
fore at Appomattox, he hastened to 
the w hite house, and addressed to the 
unwilling ears of 
Mr. Lincoln 
an 
earcst protests against the indulgent 
term s conceded by Gen. Grant. 
Mr. 
Johnson believed that Gen. Lee should 
not have »een perm itted to surrender 
his sword as a soldier of honor, but 
that Gen. Grant should have received 
tho entire command as prisioners of 
war, and should have held Lee in con­ 
finement until he could receive instruc­ 
tions from the adm inistration at W ash­ 
ington. 
The spirit which these views 
indicated w7as understood by those w ho 
best knew7 Mr. Johnson to be contained 
if not expressed, iu this declaration of 
his first address : “ As to an indication 
of any policy which may be pursued 
by me in the conduct of the govern­ 
ment, 1 have to say that that m ust bo 
left for development as the adm inistra­ 
tion progresses. 
The message or the 
declaration must be made by the acts 
as they transpire. The only assurance 
that I can now give of the future is by 
reference to the past.” 
The etfect produced upon the public 
by this speech, which might be regar­ 
ded as an inaugural address, w as not 
happy. 
Besides its evasive character 
respecting public policies which every 
observing man noted with apprehen­ 
sion, an unpleasant impression, was 
created by its evasive character re ­ 
specting Mr. Lincoln. 
The entire ab­ 
sence of eulogy of the slain president 
was remarked. 
There was no men­ 
tion of his name or of his character or 
of his office. 
The only allusion in any 
way whatever to Mr. Lincoln was Mr. 
Johnson's declaration that lie was “ a l­ 
most overwhelmed by the announce­ 
ment of the sad eventWbioh has so re- 


cantty-oconrred.” 
W hile he found no 
tftne to praise one w ose praise was on 
eve^y tongue, he made ample reference 
is himself and his own past history. 
Though speaking not more than five 
minutes, it was noticed that “ 1” and 
“ m y” and “ me” were mentioned at 
least a score of times................................. 
Senator John P. Hale, of New Hamp­ 
shire, who was present on the occasion 
said with 
characteristic 
wit, 
that 
“ Johnson seemed willing to share the 
glory of his achievements with his cre­ 
ator, but utterly forgot that Mr. Lin­ 
coln had any share of credit in the 
suppression of tho rebellion. 
. 
. 
. 
The inllexible sternness of Mr. John­ 
son’s tone and the frequent repetition 
of his intention to inilict tho severost 
penalty of the law upon tho leading 
traitors, began to create apprehension 
in the north. 
It was feared that the 
country m ight be called upon to wit­ 
ness, after the four years’ carnival of 
death on tho battle-field and in tho 
hospital, an era of “ bloody assizes,” 
made the more rigorous and revenge­ 
ful from the peculiar sense of injury 
which tho president, as a loyal south­ 
erner, had realized in his own person. 
This feeling was probably still further 
aggravated by his avowed sym pathy 
with the thousands in the south who 
had been maimed, driven from home, 
stripped of all their property, simply 
because of their fidelity to tho consti­ 
tution and the union of their fathers. 
The spirit of tho Vendetta, unknown in 
the northern states, was frequently 
shown in the south, where it had long 
been domesticated with all its Corsi­ 
can ferocity, 
it had raged in many 
instances to the exterm ination 
of 
families, and in many localities to the 
destruction of peace and tho utter de­ 
fiance of law7—not infrequently, in­ 
deed, paralyzing the adm inistration 
of justice in whole counties. 
Often 
seeking and waging open combat with 
ferocious courage, it did not hesitate 
at secret m urder, at waylaying on 
lonely roads with superior numtiers, 
and it sometimes went so far as to tor­ 
ture an unhappy victim before the 
final death-blow. 
The language of 
Mr. Johnson was interpreted by the 
merciful in the north as indicating 
that his own injuries and fierce con­ 
flicts during the war had possibly in­ 
spired him w7ith this fell spirit of re­ 
venge, which in his zeal he m ight 
m istake for the rational dem ands of 
justice. 
A personal and somewhat curious 
illustration of Mr. Johnson’s tem per 
and purpose at the time is afforded by 
a conference between himself and 
Senator W ade of Ohio. 
Mr. 
Whule 
was widely known as among the radi­ 
cal and progressive members of tho 
republican 
party. 
His 
im mediate 
constituents of tho W estern Reserve 
were a just and God fearing people, 
amply endowed with moral and phy­ 
sical courage; but they were not men 
of blood, and they were not in smy- 
pathy with the apparent purposes of 
the president. 
It is not improbable 
that Mr. W ade’s views were some­ 
what iu advance of those held by the 
m ajority of the people he represented, 
but he was evidently not in accord 
with the threateniogs and slaughter 
breathed out by tho president. 
“ Well, Mr. Wade, what would you 
do were you in my place and charged 
with my responsibilities?” inquired tho 
president 
“ I 
think,” replied the 
frank and honest old senator from 
Ohio, “ I should either force into ex­ 
ile or hang about ten or twelve of the 
worst of those fellows; perhaps, by 
w ay of full measure, 1 should make it 
thirteen, just a baker’s dozen. ” 
“ But 
how,” rejoined the president; “ are 
you going to pick out a small num ber 
and show them to be guiltier than the 
rest?” 
“ It won’t do lo hang a very 
large num ber,” rejoined Wade, “ anil 
I think if you would give me time 1 
could name thirteen that stand at the 
head in the work of rebellion. 
I think 
we would agree on Jeff Da vis,Toombs, 
Benjamin, Slidell, Mason, and Howell 
Cobb. 
If we do no more than drive 
these half-dozen out of the country we 
should accomplish a good deal.” 
Tho interview was long, and at its 
close Mr. Johnson expressed surprise 
tnat Wade w7as willing to let “ the 
traitors,” as he always styled them, 
“ escape so easily.” 
lie said that he 
had expected the heartiest support 
from W ade in a policy which, as he 
outlined it to the senator seetned in 
thoroughness to rival that of Strafford. 
Mr. Wade left the executive mansion 
with his mind divided between ad- 
m iratiou for the stern resolve and high 
eouratre ot the president on the oen 
hand and his fear on the other that a 
policy so determ ined and aggressive 
as Mr. Johnson seemed bent on pur­ 
suing might work a reaction in tho 
north, and that thus in the end less 
m ight lie done in providing proper 
safeguards against another rebellion 
than if too much had not been attem pt­ 
ed. 
, 
THE FUNERAL OF LINCOLN. 
The remains of the late president 
lay in state at the executive mansion 
for four days. 
The entire city seemed 
as a house of mourning. 
It was re­ 
m arked that even the little children 
on the s tre e t wore no smiles upon 
their faces so deeply were they im ­ 
pressed by the calamity which had 
brought grief to every loyal heart. 
The m arshal music which had been 
resounding in glad celebration of the 
national trium ph had ceased; public 
edifice and private mansion were alike 
draped with the insignia of grief; the 
flag of the union, which had been wav­ 
ing more proudly than ever before, 
was now lowered to half mast, giving 
m ute but significant expression to the 
sorrow that was felt wherever on sea 
or land that tlag was honored. 
. 
. 
. 
Early on the morning of the 28th 
the body w7as removed from the capital 
and placed on the funeral-car which 
w7as to transport it to its final resting- 
place in Illinois. 
The rem ains of a 
little son w ho had died three years be- 
for were taken from their 
burrial 
place in Georgetown and borne with 
those of his fatiicr for final sepulture 
in the state v mauso cum w hich the 
public mind hail already decreed to 
the illustrious m artyr. The train which 
moved from the national capital was 
attended on its course by extraordinary 
m anifestations of grief on the part of 
the 
people. 
Baltimore, 
which had 
reluctantly and sullenly subm itted to 
Mr. Lincoln’s 
formal 
inauguration 
and to his authority as president, now 
showed every m ark of honor and of 
homage as his body was borne through 
her streets, confederate and unionist 
alike realizing the m agnitude of the 
calam ity which had overwhelmed both 
north and south. 
In Philadelphia the 
entire population did reverence to tho 
memory ol the m urdered patriot. 
A 
procession of more than a hundred 
thousand persons formed his funeral 
cortege to Independence hall, where 
the body remained until the ensuing 
day. The sileuce of the sorrowful night 
w as in strange contrast with the scene 
in the same place four years before, 
when Mr. Lincoln, in tho anxieties 
and perils of tiie opening rebellion, 
hoisted the national Hasr over our an­ 
cient temple of liberty, and before a 
great and applauding 
m ultidude de­ 
fended the principles waich that Hag 
typified. He concluded in w ords w hich, 
deeply impressed at the time, had prov­ 
en sadly prophetic now that his (lead 
body lay in a bloody shroud where his 
living form then stood: “ Sooner than 
surrender these principles, I would 
be assassinated ou this spot.” 
In the city of New York the popular 
feeling was, if possible, even more 
m arked than in Philadelphia. 
The 
streets were so crowded that the pro­ 
cession moved w7ith diffeuly to the 
city hall, where, amid the chanting of 
eight hundred singers, tho body was 
placed upon the catafalque prepared 
for it. 
Throughout 
the day 
and 
thougliout the entire night the living 
tide of sorrowful hum anity flowed 
past the silent form. 
At tho solemn 
hour of m idnight the German musical 
societies sang a funeral hymn with an 
effect so impressive and so touching 
that thousands of strong men were in 
tears. 
Other than this no sound was 
heard through out the night except 
the footsteps of the advancing and re- 
cedind crowd. At sunrise many thou­ 
sand, still waiting in the park were 
obliged to turn away disappointed. It 
was observed that every person who 
passed through the hall, even the 
humblest and poorest, wore the insig­ 


nia of mourning. In a city accustomed 
to large assemblies aud to un restrained 
expressions of popular feeling no such 
scene had ever been witnessed. 
On 
the afternoon appointed for the pro­ 
cession to move westward all business 
was suspended, and the voice of New 
York was pronounced in Union square 
before a great concourse of people in a 
funeral oration by the historian Ban­ 
croft and in an elegiac ode by William 
Cullen Bryant. 
. 
. 
. 
The splendor of 
the ceremonials 
which aggrrandizo living royalty as 
they glorify dead heroism, was wholly 
wanting in the obsequies of Mr. Lin­ 
coln. 
No part was taken by the gov­ 
ernm ent except the provision of a 
suitable m ilitary escort. 
All beyond 
was the spontaneous movement of the 
people. 
For seventeen hundred miles, 
through eight states of the union, 
whoso population was not loss than 
fifteen millions, an almost continuous 
procession of mourners attended the 
remains of tho beloved 
president. 
Thero was no pageantry save their 
presence. 
There was no tribute ex­ 
cept their tears. 
They bowed before 
the bier of him who had been prophet, 
} 


>riest, and king to his people, who 
lad struck the shackles from 
the 
slave, who had taught a higher sense 
of duty to tho freed man, who had 
raised the nation to a loftier concep­ 
tion of faith and hope anil charity. 
A 
countless m ultitude of men, with mu­ 
sic and banner and cheer, and the in­ 
spiration of a great cr.u^e. presents a 
spectacle 
that engages the eye, fills 
the mind, appeals to the imagination. 
But the deepest sym pathy of the soul 
is touched, the height of human sub­ 
limity is reached, when the same m ul­ 
titude, stricken with a common sor­ 
row, stands with uncovered 
head, 
reverent and silent. 


M aria Waril and John Randolph. 
One of the saddest aud most rom an­ 
tic love affairs in the social annals of 
Virginia was that of Maria W ard and 
John Randolph of Roanoke. 
Begin­ 
ning in his early boyhood, it became 
tho one enthralling passion of his 
manhood, filling his whole being, until, 
a3 he himself said, “ he loved her bet­ 
ter than his own soul or Him that cre­ 
ated it.” 
There is a picture of John 
Randolph in the rooms of the Virgina 
Historical Society, taken at the lime 
when he was the accepted lover of 
Maria Ward. 
It represented a singu­ 
larly handsome youth of twenty-five, 
his eyes dark and full of intellect, his 
mouth beautifully formed, and over 
his proud and lofty forehead fell a 
profusion of dark hair. 
The breaking 
off of the affair is wrapped in mystery; 
all we know is that one sum m er m orn­ 
ing he rode up to the house, and after 
a long interview in the parlor, the lady 
left the room in tears, while he rushed 
from the house, mounted his horse, 
and rode furiously away. 
He never 
saw her agaiu; but one day he ap­ 
proached a house where she was stay­ 
ing while she was singing in the par­ 
lor. 
Facinated by the sound of her 
voice he lingered ou the porch, and 
sent in from time to time a request for 
her to sing one after another the ten­ 
der little ballads w h ic h were associa­ 
ted with their loves. 
Maria W ard 
sang, unconscious of her lover’s pres­ 
ence, while he rushed frantically up 
and down the porch in an agony of 
grief, waving his arms, and crying in 
the anguish ot his heart: “ Macbeth 
hath m urdered sleep; Macbeth shall 
sleep no more!” 
Maria W ard m arried IVvton Ran­ 
dolph, sou of Edmund Randolph, who 
was Governor of Virginia, the first 
Attorney-Gene rat of the United States, 
and Secretary of State under W ashing­ 
ton. 
'I'lli» lady was distinguished for 
the exquisite grace and facination of 
her manners and her bright wit. 
Her 
portrait, a copy of which has been se­ 
cured for this article 
through the 
courtesy of her granddaughter, Mrs. 
J. L. Williams, of Richmond, repre­ 
sents a lovely girl of sixteen, with 
wondrous blue eyes, exquisitely deli­ 
cate complexion, a profusion of sunny 
brown curls, and in the quaint costume 
of the la-t century. 
Maria Ward died in 1826, aged forty- 
two years. All contem porary accounts 
unite in describing her as possessing 
a singular fasciuatiou of manners, a 
charm ing sweetness and amiability of 
disposition, an enchanting gaiety and 
esprit, and a peculiar, irresistible, per­ 
sonal loveliness. 
At the time of her 
death she was still as fresh as the 
summer rose, as captivating in mind 
and m anners as when she enthralled 
the passionate heart of John Randolph 
of Roanoke.—K. L. Hulier, ta Har­ 
per's Magazine for April.

the display of newer and more valuable 
exhibits. 
Among these 
new 
arti­ 
cles is what may safely be announc­ 
ed as one of the most costly quilts in the 
world. 
It is made of the most expen­ 
sive material which it was possible to 
obtain, saving, only, “jewels of gold, 
jewels of silver and precious stones,” 
which would not have lieen appropriate 
either, 
in 
surii 
an 
article, 
while 
in 
design 
and 
execution it shows 
the 
greatest 
variety 
and 
elab­ 
oration of embroidery work. 
The quilt 
belongs to Mrs. Davenport, of Malden, 
was several years in process of construc­ 
tion, and is valued at about $3,000. 
Another quilt of olaborate design and 
Kensington work belongs to Mrs. James 
Scctt, of Detroit, Wia., and is worth 
$1,000. 
It was brought here from the 
New Orleans Exposition, whore it a t­ 
tracted much attention in the needle 
art work display. 
Another military 
quilt, so to speak, was shown, made by 
a private soldier in the English Grena­ 
dier Guards, while in barracks at W ind­ 
sor Castle, but who is now with his reg­ 
iment in tho Soudan. 
The quilt con­ 
tains 1,574 pieces of cloth taken from 
the uniforms of officers of tho British 
army, and, of course, ia of very many 
different colors. 
The center pioce of 
the (juilt contains the colors of the Un­ 
ion Jack and the British crown. 
It is 
valued at about $500. 


How Parisians are Employed. 


From the Philadelphia Press. 
Statistics show that more than half a 
million of Parisians are employed in 
commerce, trade aud banking opera­ 
tions, while of the artisan class there are 
considerably more than a million and a 
quarter. 
The liberal professions seem 
to occupy but a small proportion of tho 
population. 
All 
combined 
do 
not 
amount to 200,000. 
The great majority 
are in public service, which employs 
more than medicine, law and divinity 
combined. 
But after the public ser­ 
vice it is art which gives employment 
and livelihood to the greatest number 
1 of 
Parisians. 
Forty-two 
thousand 
get their income from 
this branch 
of 
industry. 
The 
doctors 
come 
after, but a long way after. Medi­ 
cine, in its branches, supj»orts 18,000, 
tho branches, 
of course, including 
chemists and all comiKjunders and ven­ 
dors of medicine. 
Then comes the law, 
with its 16,000 votaries, from judges to 
crier. Literature figures very low on the 
list, for, grou{>ed with science and 
journalism, it gives employment to only 
11,000 people, while all the clergy of all 
the persuasions amount to but half that 
number. 
On the whole, Paris would 
seem to be more industrious, more ar­ 
tistic, less literary and less religious 
than the ordinary visitor would sup­ 
pose, while the proportion in which the 
working class exceeds those who live 
on tneir own income is more remarka­ 
ble, as Paris is the recognized center of 
expenditure and extravagance of all 
France.

In the examination at Cleveland, be- j 
fore United States Commissioner White 
of Dr. T. H. Bingham, of Lyndale, ac­ 
cused of passing counterfeit nickels, the 
prisoner confessed his guilt, and said 1 
he w its forced to do it to keep his wife 
and children from starving. He was too | 
proud to beg, and presented a most 
touching picture of his sick wife and 
child asking for food. 
Bingham said he j 
could not find enough to do at his prac­ 
tice to support him. 
He was held for 
trial and his family will l»e taken care 
of by charitable people in Cleveland. 


The truth is, says the Salem Gazette, 
in spite of the marvelous progress that 
has been made in the gathering up and j 
prompt serving of news, the business ; 
is very much overdone, and we are often 
led to doubt whether the mental train­ 
ing of tfie mass of people is as good as 
it was half a century ago, when there 
was less matter to read and far more 
careful reading and digesting of what 
there was. 
It isdoubtfnl if the general 
run of people “salt down,” in their 
heads, as comprehensive and genuine a 
knowledge of public affairs as they did 
then.
